A ONCE ELEGANT SUMMER HOME 
NBAR CLARKSVILLE, 
——— ee 
The Old Residence of Hon. Richard W. Habersham— 
The Villege Graveyard—A Drive the 
Beautiful Woods— Description of the Old 
Homestead— The Present Inmates 


CLARKESVILLE, August 28.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}|—The drives around Clarkesville 
are very beautiful. The roads lead not only 
into the depths of the solemn-hearted woods, 
and by streams whose golden waters glide over 
crystal beds, but to many historic homesteads 
still invested with peculiar and romantic 
interest, though their former occupants have 
long departed. Many elegant, and some very 
noted families from the coast cities of Georgia 
and South Carolina have summered in this 
favored section for several generations. Some 
of these families come yet with the hot days, 
and they keep their homes in good repair, 
maintain the same elegant, high-toned styleof 
living as of yore. Prominent among these 
once elegant homes, now neglected and going 
to decay, is Azalia. 

This place, situated two and a half miles 
nerth of Clarkesville, was once the home of 
the Hon. Richard W. Habersham, whose name 
this county bears. Mr. Habersham was & 
member of congress from the state at 
large, at the time when elections were held on 
a general ticket. Every student of Georgia 
history is familiar with his patriotic career. 
He died here in 1842, and is buried in the 
village graveyard. A plain marble slab marks 
his sunken and neglected grave, and bears the 
following simple inscription : 

“The Seg of Honorable 
RICHARD W. HABERSHAY, M, C, 
Born Dec, 10th, 1736, 
Died Dec. 20, 1842, 
Filei Patri.’ 

It will be seen from the date of his birth that 
nearly a century has elapsed since that event 
occurred, iat 

Accepting an invitation to drive one morn- 
ing behind a flea-bitten gray, ignominiously 
styled “‘the blade,’ we turned our faces north- 
ward, in the direction of the place bearing 50 
poetical a name as “Azalia,” and so replete 
with interesting associations, The day was 
bright, the air fresh and sweet, and pur road 
lay through glerious woods, which cast gooling 
shadows across the road. At- one hill, two 
spripgs—crystal twins—burst through their 
clayey banks, flowed down their 
respective channels, and commin- 
ghd at the foot in a garrulons 
brook, which soon slipped outof sightina 
wilderness of swamp elders. This sivgular 
provision of water for the wayfaring, added 
much to the beauty of the highway. Just be- 
yond this commingling of waters we came upon 
a poverty-stricken shanty, standing high and 
shadeless in a cornfield, but which was bright- 
ened by ayard full ofsweet,old fashioned flow-. 
ers. Marigolds, touch-me-nots, and old maids, 
grew in profusion, to which a bed of sweei- 
breathed camomile lent its perfume, Little 
children seemed as abundant as flowers about 
this humble home, and one  cun- 
ning little toddler, ‘evidently 
moved by a beautifal soul, hastily gathered 
his little handful of blossoms, pushed through 
the old rickety gate, and ran toward us, hold- 
ing out his nosega#for my acceptance, I took 
it from his timid, tiny hand and gave him a 
trifle of money in return, but as he sped up 
the slope homeward,my eyes were dimmed from 
the beautiful lesson this simple little act had 
taught me. Kind little soul! in giving these 
flowers to a stranger, he gave all he péssessed. 

Turning abruptly to the right,'a few hundred 
yards from.the public road -com pletely thickét- 
hidden, we came upon the object of our 
search. “Azalia,” with is curiously built 
house, was before us. Its style is indescriba— 
ble, being built partly of stone and partly of 
wood, both of which show plainly the ravages 
of halfa century. The main bo of the 
house is a large, sanare, two-story, eight- 
roomed one, with curious little wings added 
to each corner. A kind of mansard roof, yen- 
tilated by two dormer windows, quite resenib- 
ling emall dog kennels, ‘cover the main bddy of 
thegfhouse. The end of the house is toward the 
road. Why this turning the cold shoalder to 
the public I could not understand,*%s there 
wae no especial beauty in the view from the 
front to Warrant such an idiosyncracy. The 
name “‘Azalia” must have been given to the 
place from the fact that the proximity of these 
flowers to the house, would enable them to 
thrust their bright faces into the very doors 
and windows, while blooming. The interior 
of the mansion was once very grand, for 
the time and place, with its 
double parlors and heavily pannelled and 
moulded doors and casement everywhere, 
The walls of the parlors bear the same paper: 
ing that was puton there s0 many years ago, 
It is a French gray paper, with a commingled 
octagonal and sexagonal design, finished with 
a dark blue border around the ceiling. A 
winding stairway leads up tothe third story 
from the hall. The hall, which is yery wide, 
is also covered with an oak colored paper, re- 
sembling ‘pannelled wood, and this is 
relieved by 4a border of deep: 
er shade and 5 very graceful 
design. The third or upper story with its low 
roofed rooms, and secret closets, or cabinets, 
must be seen to be appreciated. Standing in 
the doorway asI ‘surveyed the spacious inte- 
rior, I thought of the notable.people who had 
doubtless crossed that time-worn threshold, 
and who had passed out, like the former oc- 
cupants from this mortal scene forever. The 
impress ofa former hospitality, grand and 
generous, can be felt and seen there still even 
though Ichabod has so long been 
written on its portals. The kitchen and 
dairy, are as massive and quaint comparative- 
ly, as the mansion itself, and the roofs of both 
structures are ready to fall out of sight. This 
historic place has recently been purchased by 
the Hon. W. 8. Erwin, of Clarkesville, and 
doubtless under his care and renovating hand 
it will long be preserved to Georgia.

COMMITTED IN GAINESVILLE, 
ED 


Further Facts About the O'Conner Murder-Some of 
the Bvidence— Killed ond Putin a Bake Oven 
for a Day and Night-The Sheuer Mar- 
der-John Ooffee at Large. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., Anguzt 28.—[Special.]— 
Gainesville might well be termed “the city 
of mysterious murders.” 

It is now positively known that young John 
O'Connor was murdered and placed upon the 
railroad track in order to cover up the terrible 
crimé, 

If what I hear can be relied upon ae facts, 
when the coroner’s jury meet again they will 
be able to single out at least one man as the 
murderer. The evidence already adduced is 
very strong, but not sufficient to convict. The 
inguest has been held with closed doors, and 
no one admitted, save witnesses and one of the 
suspected parties. I’ have talked to several 
members of the jury, but find them slow to 
give anything away. It is known that on the 


night 
O'CONNOR WAS KILLED 
he was at a place known as Mahally Hutchins’, 
which is of questionable reputation, with four 
men, Jim Blackstock, John Snead, Miltoa 
Hope and John Stringer. There was a woman 
tamed Nannie Brooks, a former resident of 
this place, but who now lives in Atlanta, at 
Hutchins. All the men wefe more or 
Jess under the influence of liquor, and during 
the evening a row occmred between Stringer 
and O’Connor, but no blows were passed, and 
it was believed all was settled before the men 
left the house. The men appeared in a good 
humor, and some of them stopped just outside 
the gate and took a drink from a bottle which 
Snead had in his possession. Here the men 
separated, and Snead eaid in evidence that he 
and O’Connor were together for some time and 
walked up the street in the direction of “old 
town” to the corner near Mr. Dave Winburn’s 
residence, where they stood and talked for 
some time before separating. About forty-five 
minutes after Snead says he left him 
THE TRAIN RAN OVEB O'CONNOR, 

Snead, itisstated, is able to account for 
himself during this interval. I have failed to 
karn where the other men went after Snead 
and O'Connor first left them. It is also stated 
by Marshal Haine that Blackstock was out of 


the city the entire day and night. Blackstock 


and O’Connor had a fight sometime ago, when 
O’Connor slashed his kuife into him, The 
Brooks woman skipped out early the morning 
after O'Connor was found dead, and Marshal] 
Haine has gone to Atlanta today to hunt for 
her. He believes her evidence would throw 
additional light on the murier. Stringer 
does not appear uneasy, and his friends say 
he will be able toshowa clean hand. Mar- 
shal Haine, who is workimg the case, is an 
uncle to Stringer, butseys he will do his full 
duty regardless of relationship.

John O’Connor has Jived in Gainesville sev- 
eral months and made many warm friends. 
He was 2 social, genial fellow and would 
risk his life for a friend. He had no relatives 
here. Mrs. Doc Smith, of Atlanta, is his sis- 
ter. O’Connor was wort. considerable money, 
and spent it lavishly when with his friends. 
He was not of a quarrelsome disposition but 
would. fight when cailed apon ang time. His 
‘worst fault was a fondness for whisky, though 
he seldom drank to excess. His death wasa 
terrible blow to his sister, who loved him de- 
votedly. 

This murder is the third one of the kind 
which has cccurred within afew years at this 
place, and the murderers have never been ap- 
preberded, though large rewards were offered 
in the two first cases. The first was 

THE BRUTAL MURDER 
of a well known citizen named G. W. Han. 
Gerson. One night Henderson failed to reach 
his home, a mile from the city. Next moxa- 
ing hishorse was found standing at the gate. 
His wife became alarmed and at once suspect- 
ed that something was wrong. A search was 
instituted. Noon came,then night and still 
nothing could be heard from the missing man. 
The search continued through the nightand for 


- more than a week every nook and corner in 


the city, and the woods for miles around were 
searched, but to noavail. One bright Sabbath 
morning a few weeks later, two little boys 
playing .in a ravine in the woods between 
Gainesville and New Holland springs, were 
almost payalyzed with fear upon discovering 
the outstretched hand and arm of aman pro- 
truding froma deep hole filled with leaves. 
They ran into the town and gave the alarm, 
and in a short while hundreds gathered around 
and the body was pulled from :ts resting place 
IT WAS HENDESON. 

In both hands were clasped leaves, showing 
that in his death struggle he had grabbed 
them. No one knew who had committed the 
deed, and as time wore on the crime was al- | 
most forgotten. Three years later a man! 
named Jackson died in Atlanta, and it was 
stated that on his dying bed he said that while 
keeping bar in Gainesville he killed Hender- 
son by hitting him over the head with a beer 
bottle. He then carried him out of the bar 
across the street toan old bakery, where he 
crammed the body into an old e-oven 
where it remained all night and day, and the 
following night was carried to the ravine. 
This story was not believed, as the party who 
heard the confession, if one was made, could 
never be found. 

THE SECOND MURDER 
was that of Jacob Shaner, a wealthy old bach- 
elor who had lived in Louisville several years 
enjoying his wealth. One night while the old 
gentleman was walking through the grounds 
of the Baptist seminary, his head was split 
open with a hatchet or ax. It was at first be- 
lieved that he was killed for his money, but 
upon an examination of the body it was found 
that nothing had been disturbed, not even 
an elegant gold watch. He wasa prominent 
Odd Fellow and this order offered a large re- 
ward as did alzo the citizens and the govervor, 
but the murderer still lives with the secret 
buried in his own breast.

A Mystery that is Perplexing the Adams 
Express Company. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa, Atigust 28.- 

thousand dollars in cash dienppeated From the 
safe of the Adams Southern express company 
two weeks ago, and since that time operatives 
of the detective agency have been eadeavor. 
ing to unravel the mystery connected with 
the robbery. The circumstances pointed to 
Rath Pratt, a clerk in the Philadelphia office 
of the company, as tho purloinerof the cash 
and he was arrested by a detective, and 
afier a preliminary hearing was locked 
up in the Moyamensing prison for a 
further hearing on Wednesday next. Pratt 
stoutly protested his innocence, On Thursday 
19th instant, Pratt and another clerk named 
Heath, went to the Pennsylvania railroad 
office to obtain the money which the company 
sends monthly to Shamokin, Pa., to pay 
hands employed by the Mineral Mining com- 
ea The amount was $32,603, of which 
3.000 was in silver in bags. The entire 
smount was taken eafely to the Adams ex- 
press company’s office and was regularly way- 
billed, checked offand placed inone of the 
small iron safesused by the company. Tho 
safe left the office of the company, bearing 
many seals, which the’system demands to pre- 
vent valuables from being stolen, and their 
seals replaced along the route. When thesafe 
arrived at Shamokin the agent at that place 
followed out the custom which he had adopted 
for his own safety, summoned three or four 
persons and broke the seals in their. presence, 
When tbe safe was opened the only money it 
was found to contain was $3,000 in silver. 
Word was at once sent to the Phila- 
delphia office that the contents of the safe 
did not check out according to the waybill. 
Clerk Heath was positive the money was 
ou hand when{be waybilled itjand chief money 
clerk, Crow, was equally positive that he 
placed the 'greenbacks in the gafe. Clerk 
Pratt was the only interested party, whose ex- 
planation was not satisfactory. He had neg- 
lected toconform to the custom in vogue 
among the employes who handle money of 
calling one of the other clerks to see that the 
money was in the safe before he closed the 
door and upon this and other clues the detes- 
tives had him arrested. 


A CRIME FERRETEDOUT, 


Good Work of Inspector Byrnes, of New 
York. 

New York, August 28.—By a fire in a 
five-story tenement house, No. 404 
East Sixty-fourth street, November 224, 
1885, a woman and two children 
burned to death. The house was occu- 
pied by Bohemian cigar makers. Two brothers, 
Henry and Edward Kohnt, were arrested, 
tried for arson, and imprisoned for life. In- 
spector Byrnes, not satisfied as to the resuit, 
and believing one of the Kohnt’s innocent,has 
been working up the case.

Mr. Dana’s Surprising Discovery of Black Eyes—A 
Newspaper Office With a Boxing Glove Attach- 
ment~ How the Young Men Amuse Them- 
selves When Their Work is Done. 

New York, August 28.—[Spocial.]J—I¢ is 
probable thatthe bulk of people regard the 
fighting editor asa creation of the humorist’s 
fancy. Perhaps he isso in a great measure. 
While persons who have seen Mr, Whitelaw 
Reid on horseback have been impressed with 
his strapping and pernacious appearance, it 
isnot recorded that he has ever physically 
chastised anybody. Neither is Mr. George 
Jones, of the Times, nor he or George Hep- 
worth, of the Herald triumvirate, known as a 
fighting editor, though Mr. Hepworth hasa 
distinctly bull-dog build, particularly from 
the waist down. Similarly among the army 
of subordinate editors of the New York jour- 
nals, none enjoys peculiarly the reputation of 
being fighter or is known to be employed as 
such. Very likely a person entering almost 
any Ofthe New YorE newspaper offices, and 
bent upon behaving himself pugilistically, 
would be encountered by nobody in partica- 
lar, but simply by such material as hapnened 
to be lying around, 

But in the Sun office there is an exceptional 
state of things. No doubt it is a coincidence 
but the Sun’s staff includes half a dozen young 
men who could slug balls. They 
tell a story illustrative of the San office. Mr, 
Dana sent out to City Editor John Bogart for 
one of his bright young men. One went to 
Mr. Dana. The chief looked at him rather 


peculiarly, said something that seemed to the 


young man to be of no consequence, and po- 
litely dismissed him. A minute later Mr. Bo- 
gart got word to sendin another bright young 
man. This one also came out of the chief's 
room with surprising promptness, and a third 
and a fourth were Sicniocel by the chief in 
thesame peculiar way. Mr. Dana himself ap- 
peared upon the heels of the fourth. He. 
seemed to be somewhat agitated. “John,” he 
remarked, leaning over,the desk of that faihful 
and admirable lieutenant, and addressing him 
in a restrained voice, “this is a very supprising 
thing. Every one of the young men you have 
sent in to me has a black eye. The discolora- 
tion is most noticeable. If there is a young 
man in this office whose eyes are in a normal 
condition, let me see him.” 

The Sun young men got their black eyes in 
the friendly slugging matches which are held 
nightly in the great main editorial room after 
the paper has gone to press. Years ago at the 
magic hour of half past one a. m., which is 
the hour when editorial work ceases on the 
Sun, this room was nightly transformed into a 
gymnasium. A trapezeanda ball, such as 
pugilists knock about, were dropped from the 
ceiling, and fora coupleof hours the bright 
young men regularly sweated over them. This 
lasted for a year or so; then the young men, 
tiring of these particular forms of amusement, 
took to pitching bean bags at a hole ina 
board; so wien at last they came to the box- 
ing gloves, they entered upon the practice of 
mably art, backed by the possession of abund- 
ant muscle. Toppy Maguire, the octogenarian 
pugilist, whe has reported sporting matters 
for twenty years,was their master, He is lively 
as a kitten and strong 
as & lion, notwithstranding his 
years, and he taught them all the tricks from 
the time of the great Mr. Pigg, who was the 
instructor of Jack Sheppard. The young men 
used to go at it every night, not in any half- 
hearted fashion, but “hammar and tongs, all 
over the stage,” as Toppy Maguire is wont to 
say in hisreports. It is a great sight to see 
Commodore John R. Spears or James H, Con: 
nolly engaged in one of these pugilistic bouts 
with 8.58. Carvallo or the Hon. Truman A, 
Merriman, now a member of the house of re- 
presentatives at Washington. Carvello and 
Merriman are among the best amateur 
boxers in America, and they learned their art 
after hours in the Sun office under the tutolage 
of Toppy Maguire. If either of the two scrap- 
ping congressmen who made themselves con- 
spicuous in Washington the other day 
had happened to tackle the 
Hon. Truman A. Merriman he would 
have found not a vaporing and sounding oppo- 
nent, whose fury lay principally in his mouth, 
but a very formidabie little gentleman with a 
perfectly trained factlty of hitting from the 
shoulder as hard as a mule kicks. Merriman 
was a particularly brave federal colonel in the 
war of the rebellion, and considerable of him 
was shot away in the unp’easantness, By na- 
ture, and owing to this circumstance, he is a 
small man in mere build, weighing probably 
not more than 110 pounds, but he is small in 
no other way, and as a boxer he is one of the 
cleverest. that ever issued from under the 
hands even of Toppy Maguire. When he 
stands up with Connolly, so greatly over- 
matched in size, Connolly weighing 350 
pounds, he is capable of _ giving 
that extraordinary giant a good _ tus- 
sle, and Commodore Spears, a navy bred two 
hundred pounder, with the thews of an ox 
and the length of a mainmast, gets a wet shirt 
every time he and the colonel come together. 
Carval, a smallish man, but made of iron, is 
the quickest and trickiest, and, all told, prob- 
ably the most competent of the Sun’s cerps of 
boxers. His merit is such that it is no dis- 
credit to say that. I'wo more of Topp Ma- 
guire’s graduates are F. T, Patton, a fellow- 
townsman of John Morrissey and Paddy 
Ryan, and a profound classical scholar, and G, 
P, Serviss, the Sun’s astronomer, a Jem Mace 
for finished pugilistic style, and a perfect de- 
mon at the game of bean-bags that has been 
mentioned. 5 

It is said that Mr. Dana is very much 
pleased with the athletic cultivation of his 
staff. Heisa remarkably sturdy editor him- 
eelf, and looks are deceitful if he could not 
eatily out box any two editors-in-chief that 
New York can furnish. He is close upon the 
limit of years that the Psalmist has set for the 
life of man, but his massive calves still bear 
him with the elastic spring of youth, and 
there beams through his spectacles that pecul- 
iarly twinkling and benevolent smile, signifi- 
cant of the consciousness of great strength, 
which the pugilists call wearisome. However 
Mr. Dana may regard these accomplishments 
of his staff, for which thanks are due to 
Mr. Toppy Maguire, there can be no doubt 
that they are a bulwark to the Sun office. Any 
pestiferous fellow who happens in witha griev- 
ance and a determination to makea row, is 
not turned over to a policeman, but is passed 
out by the local talent with neatness and dis- 

atch. Mr. Dana himself could do the job 
andily if need were, and so could Mr. Chester 
8. Lord, the managing editor of the Sun, a fa- 
vorite pupil of one of the leading New York 
boxing masters, and by nature a very powerful 
man, but Toppy Maguire’s boys are generally

CoNSTANTINOPLE, August 28.—The govern- 
ments of Germany and Austria consider that 
recent events in Bulgaria impose on England 
chiefly the duty to take the initiativein any 
foreign action for the settlement of Bulgarian 
affairs. This opinion has been officially com-

REJOICING IN GERMANY. 

BERLIN, August 28.—Public interest here is 
centeredin Prince Alexander. He has bes 
come a favorite, and the news that he had 
been liberated caused a storm of popular de- 
light. ‘The prince’s portrait is displayed in 
many of the shop windows. Some of the 
newspapers denounce his deposition as the 
audacious act of scoundrels, who had been 
bought with Russian money. One journal 
warns the czar that Alexander is a German, 
and that the indignity put upon him is an in- 
sult, which will never be forgotten. Emperor 
William received the news of Alexander’s de- 
position from General Von Werder on Sunday, 
at a mess of the officers of the guards at Pots- 
dam, 


THE BELFAST RIOTS. 


The Conservative Association Does Not Like 
the Commission. 

BELFAST, August 28.—The conservative as- 
sociation, of this city, have sent to the gov- 
ernment acopy of a resolution which they 
had adopted, regretting that Lord Randolph 
Churchill and Lord Salisbury had expressed 
approval of the conduct of the Belfast con- 
stabulary in the recent riots and declaring 
that the constabulary and resident magistrate 
were responsible for the disorder. The asso- 
ciation demand the reorganization of the po- 
lice and magistracy, disapprove of the per- 
sonel of the commission to inquire into the 
riots and ask the government to appoint more 
loyalists thereon. They indorse the action of 
High Sheriff Montgomery. 


DAVITT SPEAKS. 


The Irish National Meeting in Escanauba, 
Michigan. 

EscANAUBA, Mich., August 28.—The Irish 
national meeting in progress here today isa 
partial failure,on account of the weather, 
only about 1,000 visitors being present, one- 
fourth of the number expected. Speeches are 
being made this afternoon by Michael Davitt, 
A. W, Sullivan, John Power and others, The 
city is gaily decorated with evergreens and 
fiagsin honor of the visitors. A grand ball 
will take place tonight. 


Labor Troubles on the Northern Pacific. 


LEXINGTON, Mont., August 28.—J. P. Bai- 
ley, of the executive committee Knights of 
Labor, arrived here yesterday from Philadel- 
phia. The object of his visit is to adjast 
troubles between the miners at Timbér Line 
and Northern Pacific Coal company. Mr. 
Bailey says nearlytall the employes on the 
Northern Pacific are Knights of Labor, 
although that factis unknown by the com- 
pany. He says the interests of the coal and 
railroad companies, though operated under 
different charters, are identical, and unless 
the coal company will arbitrate, the Timber 
Line difficalty chances are that the strike 
will be ordered along the whole line of the 
roads. : 


The Lake Shore Switchmen. 
CarcaGo, August 28,—Officials of the Lake 
Shore road ridicule the report published yester- 
day that the imported switchmen now employed 
on that road were about to strike because the 
company would board them no longer.

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THE EX-PREMIER’S PAMPHLST ON 
THE IRISH QUESTION, | 


The First 6tep Toward Placing the Controversy 
ite True Basis—Lessous Drawn From the Bleec- 
tions as They Affect the Liberal Party— 
A Postecript—Other Foreign News. 


Lonpon, August 28.—Mr, Gladstone’s bro- 
chure on the Irish question was published to- 
day. It contains fifty-eight pages, and is 
similar in the excellence of its style to Mr. 
Gladstone’s pamphlet on the Bulgarian atroci- 
ties. 

The brochure is under two heads. The 
first is the history of an idea, in which Mr. 
Gladstone summarizes the following condi- 
tions, under which alone, in his view, home 
rule became possible. 

First, the abandonment of the hope that 
parliament could serve as a possible legisla- 
tive instrument for Ireland. 

Second, the unequivocal and constitutional 
demand of the Irish members. 

Third, the possibility of dealing with Scot- 
land ina similar way in circumstances of 
equal condition and equally clear desire. 

Mr. Gladstone then passes on to defend 
himself from the charge of having sprung the 
home rule measure upon his friends, Reply- 
ing to the charges of Hartington and Cham- 
berlain that he had conceived the idea pre- 
cipitately and to the{charzeof Bright that he 
had concealed it unduly, he denies thatit is 
the duty of a minister to make known even to 
his colleagues every idea forming in his mind, 
which would tend to confuse and retard in- 
stead of aid business. 

He continues: “What is true is that I had 
not publicly and in principle condemned it, 
and also that I had mentally considered it; 
but I had neither adopted nor rejected it and 
for the very simple reason that it was not ripe 
either for adoption or for rejection.’ Mr. 
Gladstone then goes on to point out that dur- 
ing all the earlier years of his public life the 
alternatives were repeal on the one hand and 
on the other the relief of Ireland from griev- 
ances, “It was not possible,” he says, “at that 
time to prognosticate how, in ashort time, 
parliament would stumble and almost writhe 
under its constantly accumulating burdens, or 
to pronounce that it would eventually prove 
incapable of meeting the wants of Ireland. 
Evidently there was a period when Irish pa- 
triotism, as represented by O'Conneil, looked 
favorably upon this alternative policy, and had 
no fixed conclusion as to the absolute necessity 
for home government, and seemed to allow 
that measures founded in justice to Ireland 
might possibly suffice to meet the necessity of 
the case.” 

It was as early as 1871-Mr. Gladstone said 
that he took the first step towards placing the 
controversy on its true basis. He opposed 
Mr. Butt’s scheme because the alternative 
described in the last paragraph had not been 
exhausted, but even at that time he did not 
close the door against a recognition of the 
question in a different state of things, for in- 
stead of denouncing the idea of homerule as 
one in its essence destructive of the unity of 
the empire, in the following words he acceptei 
the assurance given to the contrary: ‘‘Letme 
do the promoters of this movement the fullest 
justice, always speaking under the coaviction, 
asthey most emphatically de:zlare, and as I 
fully believe them,that the union of these 
kingdoms under her majesty is to be main- 
tained, but that parliament is to be broken 
u Rd 
Similarly in 1874 Mr. Gladstone accepted, 
without qualification, the principle 
that home rule had no neéec- 
eesary connection with separation. When 
Mr. Shaw succeeded to the home rule leader- 
ship in 1880, Mr. Gladstone hailed his speech 
as showing an evident disposition to respect 
the functions of the house of commons and the 
spirit of the constitution. In 1831, at the 
guild hall, he anneunced that he would hail 
with satisfaction and delight any measure of 
loeal government for Ireland. Coming tothe 
electoral campaign of 1885, Mr. Gladstone says 
his great object was to do nothing to hinder 
the prosecution of the question by the tories, 
but to use his best efforts to impress the pub- 
lic mind with the importance and urgency of 
the question. It was in this spirit that his 
Midlothian address; was written. The Irish 
question was severed from the general subject 
of local government, and it was pointed out 
tbat it would probably throw into the shade all 
other important measures which were ripe. 

Once ripe, the time for action had coms. 
Just as if it had been a corn-field,we were not 
to wait until it was over-ripe. The healing 
of inveterate sores would only become more 
difficult; the growth of budding hopes more 
liable to be checked and paralyzed by the 
frosts of politics. 

In the second portion of the pamphlet “‘The 
lesson of the Elections,’ Mr. Gladstone be- 
gins drawing certain lessons from the elections 
as they affect the liberal party. He estimates 
the loes to the liberal party from the nnionist 
scism at two-sevenths of the whole, but this 
fraction is distribuled, he points out, very 


{ unequally among the classes. It has com- 


manded five-sixths,he says, of the liberal press, 
but not more than one-twentieth of the liberal 
workingmen. Mr. Gladstone points that even 
now the tories have failed to secure an abso- 
lute majority, and draws the final conclusion 
that at the first moment liberalism is again 
upited it must again become predominant in 
parliament. Mr, Gladstone sees further 
ground for hope in the abatement that has 
already taken place in the tory opposition, 
‘We hear no more pot valiant language,” 
he says, “no more of the Hottentots and no 
more of the famous twenty years during 
which parliament was to grant special powers 
for firm government in Ireland, and at the 
end of which time in a larger or less degree, 
the coercive laws may be repealed and meas- 
ures of local self-govornment entertained.” 
Mr. Gladstone then goes on to point out that 
the unionists are already pledged to an im- 
mediate and large concession, many of them 
on such a scale that they give to their ideal 
the name of home rule, declaring themselves 
favorable to its principle, and only opposed to 
“the awk ward and perverse manner in which 
it was handled by the late administration.” 
“Took at the question,” Mr. Gladstone con- 
tinues, “which way we,will, the cause of Irish 
self-government lives and moves, and can 
hardly fail to receive more life, more propul- 
sion from the hands of those who have been 
its succeseful opponents in one of its particular 
forms. It will arise as some wounded war- 
rior sometimes arises on the field of battle and 
stabs to the heart some soldier of the victo- 
rious army who had been exulting over him.” 
Mr. Gladstone then points out that even in 
the case of England what we have is not 
really a ‘refusal, but is only a slower ac- 
knowledgment. The effect of all this on Ire- 
land he describes as follows: “All the currents 
of the political atmosphere § as 
tween the two islands haye been cleansed 
and sweetened. For Ireland now knows 
what she bas never known before, that even 
under her defeat a deep rift of divisiou runs 
all through the English nation in her faver; 
that there is not throughout the land a parish 
or village where there are not hearts beating 
in unison with her heart, where there are not 
minds earnestly bent on the acknowledgment 
and permanent éstablishment of her claims to 
national existence. Under these happier cir- 
cumstances, what is there,” Mr. Gladstone 
asks, “in separation that would tend to make 
it advantageous to Ireland? As ah island 
with many hundreds of miles of coast, with a 
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land purchases in the interest of Krish lands 
lords, and the enemies of the land pu | 
bill, instead of standing at their ease, will now 
bave wo use all their vigilance for the pu 

of preventing the adoption of schemes of 
purchases found on principles very different 
from and indeed te to those of the bill 
lately consigned to limbo. 

Mr. Gladstone discussed the conservative 
character of home rule forlIreland. Itmay 
reasonably lay claim, he holds, to conserva- 
tive favor, for it is = onan founded in re- 
gard for history and itions, and it aims ia 
the main at restoring, not altering, the empire. 
An intermediate authority set between the 
central power and the subject, he points out, 
is a contrivance favorable to both, and it gives 
a domestic aspect to commands which, when 

eding froma remote source, want their 

toa tance. He then proceeds 

to consider to whi the work is re- 
served. He does not go beyond the ex 
of. an undoubted belief 
measure of self-government 
extensive than that of 1986 be 
ultimately carried. “Nor is it for me,” he 
says, “to conjecture whether in this, as in so 
nang other cases, the enesalen of the measure 
are the persong designed finally to guide the 
triumphal procession to the capitol.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Glafstone says: “If I am 
not egregiously wrong in all that has been 
said, Ireland has now lying before her a broad 
and even way in which to walk to the consum- 
mation of her wishes. Before her eyes are 
opened that same path of constitutional and 
peaceful action of steady, free and full disens- 
sion, which has lea England and Scotland te 
the achievement of all their pacific triumphs.”

MR. MAHER TALKS. 


He Shows the Manner in Which he Made the 
Remark to Mr. Clayton. 

Mr. Clayton’s letter still continues to bs the 
subject of general comment, and the comment 
is not favorable. 

The article in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION 
touching the letter was generally read. Oa 
yesterday Mr. M. E. Maher was called upon 
and again asked if he would make a statemeat 
in reference to his alleged assertion that the

While speaking ofthe | 
decrease in the city’s revenues, 
I casvally remarked that the 
city needed all the money she could 
get to pay off her contracts as they were com-

AN ADVENTURE WITH SHARKS. 


@1r St. Marks Light House July 13th, 
1886. 
From the Bainbridge Democrat. 

This was amemorable day of our summer 
sports. One that will long livein the memory 
of Hoa. M. O Nealand J. B,. Bussey, a3 subss- 
quent truthful facts will show. The evening 
previous we sailed for “Nigger Head Rocks,” 
go called from their resemblance to the crani- 
ums of our fifteenth amendments. We an- 
chored within one mile of the dusky group 
late in the evening and impatiently waited 
the coming dawn and tide. Both came, pat 
away a choice breakfast of fish, oysters, and 
crabs. Reader, don’t you wish you had been 
there? Put tackle, rods, bait and ourselves, 
except Russell, he had eat too much and could 
mot go, aboard the yawl, accompanied by the 
skipper, aud ina merry mood pulled for the 
rocks, reached there. 

Our boat’s anchor had hardly touched bot- 
tom before Judge O’ Neal bad struck something 
that was making a lively fight for liberty. 
All excited, yelled hold him! hold him! One 
gaid shark, anether whale. All the writer 
could see under the clear water was a long, red 
streak rushing furiously through the yie'ding 
waves. ©’Neai’s rod, under the lizhtning 
strain of fish at one end and strong man at the 
other, broke. He seizes the endnext to the 
fish, gets hold of the !ine and brings the stub- 
born fighters to the boat's side, They are 
two red fish, ome two, and the other three feet 
in length. He had two baited hooks on his 
line. The small fish bit first, the larger on 
the run, 

While ©’ Neal was repairing damage the bal- 
ance cast in, and for thirty minutes grouper 
ard red fish frum two to three feet were cap- 
tured as as fast as the resisting fighters would 
permit.Buseey’s eyes,he being a novice’in deep 
pea fishing—sparkled with delight,and his face 
flushed with the light of victory as he said: 
“Captain, I do want a great big pull like you 
have been getting.” Shark and red fish hai 
disposed of my available tackle and rods and 
almost thumped me to pieces. Just then his 
lime eped through the water. Bussey pulled, 
the fish felt the cruel stee], flew almost around 
the boat’s bow, jerking Bussey from seat to 
boat’s bottom. Tacking, he came back like a 
cyclone, took a bee-line for mid-ocean, snap- 
pine Buesey’s line at end of pole, and leaving 
rm bruised and wrecked against the boat’s 
Bic e. 

At the end of this lively scene there were 


- but two lines and a few hooks left. Feeling sore 


from frequent similar treatment I proposed we 
return for hooks and lines, It was 
that the skipper and writer return. Bussey 
and O'Neal taking the remaining tackle, and 
half a grouper for bait, plunge into the soa, 
being carried to where they could wade, and 
take position on a group of rocks to await our 
return. This group were about six feet in 
circumference, three miles from the main 
land with a channel on either side from five 
to eix feet in depth at low tide. At high tide 
they are six feet under water—they were 
standing in two feet of water when we left, 
We bad just taken on board the necessary 
tackle, delivered fishto our cook, and were 
testing the properties of a little snake-poison 
avd ice-water, when a yell fromthe direction 
of our friends came sounding over the sea to 
our ¢ars. Thinking ita cry of victory we 
eeded leisurely with the antidote. Again 
st came louder and flercerthan before. We 
took aglancetbat way and beheld Judge 
O'Neal's fishing rod in active business.

The Cruise of “The Alabama.” 

In this issue of THE CONSIITUTION ap- 
pears an interesting interview with Captain 
Jno. McIntosh Kell, from the pen of a staff 
correspondent. The authority of the state- 
ments contained inthis article is incontro- 
vertible. Captain Kell was the executive 
officer of ‘“The Alabama’’ trom the beginning 
to the end of her great cruise, and no living 
man knows the facts of “The Alabama’s’’ 
history so well as he. Captain Kell effectu- 
ally exposes the glaring falsehood of some 
recent publications concerning the confeder- 
ate cruiser, and gives an entertaining ac- 
count of some ot the episodes in her career. 

The sinking ot ‘‘The Alabama’’ and to the 
nbandonment of her crew, after their sur- 
render, to the mercy of the waves, and the 
generous efiorts of an English gentleman, 
who happened to be present in his yacht, 
would seem to be aguflicient retribution in 
ihe eyes of the most relentless foe. But an 
unforgiving enmity bas pursued the gallant 
crniser beneath the sea and her heroic com- 
mander even beyond the grave. Persistent 
and puerile have been the efforts to belittle 
the achievements of the ship and to blacken 
the memory of her officers. Such assaults 
have not affected the clear and ineffaceable 
fact that the crnise of ‘‘The Alabama”’ is the 
most remarkable record of its kind in the 
annals of the sea, and that since the days of 
John Paul Jones a more gallant sea captain 
has not appeared than Raphael J. Semmes. 
That one little wooden ship, not remarkable 
for speed and not pretending to any consid- 
erable fightirg strength, could in twen- 
ty-two months sweep from the seas 
the commerce of a great nation, 
in defiance of a powerful and extensive navy, 
yrould be incredible if it were not history. 

After a just retaliation for an outrage on 
the purser of a confederate cruiser, ‘*The Al- 
gabama’’ was confined strictly to the task of 
destroying her enemy’s shipping, and that 
task she performed marvellously well. Her 
prisoners were treated with respect and 
kindness, ard were set at liberty as soon as 
posible. She was the ecourge of northern 
ccmmerce while she cruised, but when she 
sank in the unequal combat with a steel-ar- 
mored eneniy, there’ was no stain on the 
bright record of the men who had held her 
firm)y on her way of destruction and of glory. 


Atlanta’s Water Supply. 

The interview with Colonel J. W. Baum, 
which we print elsewhere, presents the most 
important subject ever brought to the con- 
sideration of our people. Atlanta’s present 
water supply is miserable. It has long been 
doubted whether this could be improved. 
The securing of pure and abundant water 
is and has been the one thing that be- 
clouded Atlanta’s fatte, 

Mr. Baum’s suggestion: are worthy of the 
earnest and immediate attention of every 
citizen, and especially those charged with 
the settlement of the water prov¥iem. We 
have an artesian well—a perfectly pere sup- 
ply of water. Its source is beyono the 


about at many times less cost than any other 
system could be established. The only ex- 
perimedt in the matter would be finfing the 
veins in the granite. Each well would set- 
tle this qnestion for itself. There could 
hardly be an outlay of more than $25,000 
before the matter would be absolutely set- 
tled. Ten times thisamount would be well 
epent even in making an intelligent experi- 
ment in the direction that promises so much 
for so little, if the experiment be successful. 


Something Worth Considening. 
. Appeals for relief continue to come in from 
the Texas cyclone sufferers, 

The deplorable situation of the Texans, 
who felt the fury of the recent gulf cyclone, | 
was not exaggerated by our dispatches. 
Thousands of people have lost everything 
they possessed except the naked ground 
under their feet. 

It should be recollected that this storm 
followed the beaten track. The cyclones of 
the gulf occur at apparently irregular, but 
really regular intervals. They always follow 
the same course. The dwellers on the coast 
of Texas, and fortwo hundred miles in the 
interior, know just whatto expect. The 
storm king may skipthem ten, or even 
twenty years, but sooner or laterhe will 
swoop down upon them and leave wreck and 
ruin in bis path. 

After all, those who have the good fortune 
to live in Georgia and the adjacent states, 
bave the best of it. They livein the most 
favored land under the sun, a land in which 
all the best points of the temperate zone and 
the tropics are united. In this delightful 
region industry brings a sure return. No 
pestilence ever rages, no famine ever briugs 
want to the poor man’s fireside, and the 
furious hurricanes of the tropics are un- 
known. 

The calamity under which Texas is now 
suffering may be repeated atany time. It 
is difficult to see how the uncertain indace- 
ments of such a country can tempt Geor- 
gians to abandon their homes among the old 
red hills and move to the southwest. For- 
tunately this temptation grows weaker every 
year. Our young men no Jonger talk of 
going to Texas to grow up with the country.

ork fun a letter exposing the falsehood of many 

of Haywood's statements. Captain Kell received 
numerous letters from old comrades and friends, 
asking him to refute the slanderous allegations of 

Haywood, but his reluctance to appear in the 

prints with the conviction that Dr, Galt had com- 

pleiely auswered Haywood, induced him to decline 
to discuss the matier. 

Haywocd’s book contains a repetition of the 
main points in his Century article with a number 
of remarkable additions. The author pretends 
that aiter being dismissed from the British navy, 
be signed with the original crew of 
“The Alabame,’’ and remained with the 

, crusfer through her entire career. Having thus 
etiablished his suppesed title to credibility he 
proceecs to show-up the crew of the “Alabama” 
in a decidedly unfavorable light. The officers, he 
admits, were good enough, especially Captain 

Kell. But the pictures he draws of lifeon the 

“Alabema’’ are inceed surprising. The crew is 

reprerenied as having been composed of ruflidns 

and blackguards who were in a state of constant 
intubordination. Whenever they were allowed 
to go on shere they ‘“‘cleaned out’’ the local author- 
ities, returned to their ship roaring drunk, and had 
to be Enocked down and put in irons before they 
could be brought toterms. They were constantly 
plotting mutiny and were sick and tired of service 
on the ‘‘Alabama” when her tragic end brought 
them relief, Haywood’s book is written in 

& blunt, straightforward style of narrative, such as 

one would expect from aman who had “roughed 

it,’ asthe author pretends he has, and from one 
who is tellipg the truth, as the author also pre- 
tends to do.

He says om our cruise we wanally setthe 
bunglish easign ‘to deceive Uncle Sam,’ whet the 
truth fs, that We rarely used the English flag, for 
the Simple reason that the United States flag was 
better suited to our purpose, It insured a much 
readier obedience from Yankee merchantmen than 
the English ensign possibly could, and gave us 
many more liberties with them. Haywood says 
‘we coaled .frdm lighters near Singapore.’ The 
manner of our coaling at Singapore was such as to 
especially Impress the memory of all on board. 
We went tothe wharf and lay there a whole day 
while three hundred Chinamen brought coal on 
board in their queer little pans. I might pointout 
many other misstatements such as these in Hay- 
wood’s book, Mcst of them are immaterial tothe 
real history of ‘The Alabama,’ it is true, but they 
give conclusive proof that the man who wrote this 
book was not on the ship. In one place he falls 
intoan error which not only strengthens the evi- 
dence that he never was ou ‘The Alabama,’ but 
leads me to doubt whether he is even a seaman. 
He says that the crew-almost mutinied near 
Singapore; that as they were ‘paid 
by the month,’ they would not 
have lost much money by such action. Ta no 
branch of naval service are the men paid by the 
month. Merchantmen and war vessels alike pay 
at the end of a voyage or cruise. Inthe ease of 
‘The Alabama’ the men never were paid off un- 
til after the ship was sunk, when Mr. Bulloch, our 
agent at Liverpool, made a fullsettlement with 
all of the crew who escaped to that port. On ‘lib- 
erty days’. we would give the men a little money, 


false statement is enough to expose Haywood, I 
suppose he is 
SOME SHARP FELLOW 
who took advantage of the popular interest in this 
subjectto palm off bis writings on unsuspecting 
publishers, ‘here is nothing in his magazine ar- 
ticle or bis book thatis correct which he might 
not have gotten from Admiral Semmes’s book; and 
in every instance where he presents something 
new it is something false. I am fatisfied that this 
man never saw ‘The Alabama,’ and I doubt if he 
ever rerved on any ship. His story of the cruise 
isin keeping with the marvellous account he has 
given of his previous life. He relates that when 
a youth he seryed with General Gordon ‘in China, 
and found him tke profanest, most blasphemous 
man heevermet, Everybody knows that General 
Gordon wes so thoroughly wrapped up in religion 
tbat by many he was accounted a fanatic. Hay- 
wood’s descriptions of the habits of the men and 
the discipline on ‘The Alabama’ is grossly faise. 
I never saw a bettercrew. I had served in the 
United States navy twenty years, and 
the discipline on ‘The Alabama’ was superior to 
that of most men of war. Admiral Semmes was 
astern disciplinarian who would have nothing 
but the most perfect order on board. The achieve- 
ments of these men belie the charge that they were 
roughs and habitual drunkards. They must have 
been well drilled and watchful at all times to have 
accomplished what they did. We did not know at 
what moment we might sighta prize or fall in 
with a hostile man of war and we were always 
ready for action. It was my duty tosee that the 
crew and ship were in order at all times and I be- 
lieve I did so. When the men were allowed to go 
on thore come of them would get tipsy, and once 
we had considerable trouble with a party of them, 
but these were the usual incidents of the service 
and occurred no oftener on ‘The Alabama’ than 
on the best regulated man of war. Ourcrew very 
seldom got on shore as we only went to port when 
compelled to doso. Instead of many riotous lib- 
erty days, suchas Haywood describes, we had on 
our «ntire cruise, I think, only five ‘liberty days’ 
at all, andtwo ofthose were on barren Coasts 
where there was no whisky. When we took a 
prize and found whisky on board it was the first 
thing destroved. I can bear testimony to the 
pluck, subordination, and general good character 
of the crew. They all seemed to feel a pride in 
the @ecess of ‘The Alabama’ and served her 
with a devotion such asI never before saw dis 
played by seamen. Such athing as mutiny was 
never suspected by the officers, nor do I believe it 
was ever contemplated by anyof the crew. They 
were brave, active, cheerful fellows, responsive to 
every call of their officers and always ‘spoiling 
for a fight,’ not among themselves, but with the 
enemy.’ 
CAPTAIN KELL’S CAREER, 

Having thus disposed of Haywood, I questioned 
Captain Kell concerning his naval career. 

He entered the academy at Annapolis in 1841, 
the year it was opened, and was among the first 
graduates from that institution. He served in the 
Mexican war, and accompanied Commodore Perry 
on his expedition to Japan. When the civil war 
began Captain Kell resigned a lieutenancy in the 
United States navy and entered the confederate 
service. He was the executive officer of “The 
Sumter,” the first ship that bore the confederate 
colors on the reas. Admiral Semmes was in com- 
mand. “The Sumter,’ a little bitof aship, was 
put out to prey on northern commerce in the gulf 
of Mexico and the Caribbean sea and did consid- 
erable damege. The bold little cruiser came near 
being caught by a federal man of war at Marti- 
nique one night, and was so Closely putsued that 
she was compelled to cross the ocean to escape. 
The voyage to Gibraliar was made in that little 
vessel which was not intended when built to be 
out more than a day or twoatatime. At Gibraltar 
Semmes and Kell took passage for home inan 
East Indiaman. They were met at Nassau with 
instructions to return to England and take com- 
mand ot “The Alabama,” which was then being 
fitted up for the confederate service under the di- 
rection of Captain James D. Bulloch, of Georgia, 
agent of the confederacy at Liverpool. How that 
thipstarted on her great cruise under pretext of 
carrying out ou a trial trip 4 
pleasure party; how she received her crew from 
another ship outside, and then proceeded to the 
Azore islands where Admiral Semmes assumed 
command, where her ammament was perfected 
and whence she sailed on her career of destruc- 
tion, arg well known historic facts, ‘The Ala- 
bara” made direct for the highways cf marine 
commerce and was soon devastating yankee ship- 
ping. 

“What was your method of taking @ prize?” J 
asked Captein Kell. 

“When we got into the commercial seas we soon 
began to find merchantmen. As soonas we sight- 
ed a ship we would hail her. If she didn’t stop 
we would fire a blank cartridge across her bow. 
If she still refused to respond we would send a 
shot in front of her, and that would bring her to, 
Our long-range guns were of invaluable service in 
this business. When we hailed a ship we general- 
ly had the United States flag fiying and kept it 
up until we were alongside, Then we would 
lower a boat and send an officer on board; but 
just before he boarded her the Unitel States flag 
would come down and up would go-the confeder- 
ate flag. Our officer would go to the captain of 
the ship we had caught, demand his papers, order 
him into the boat and brimg him on board °‘The 
Alabame.’ Admiral Semmes always remained 
in his cabin when a capture was made and the 
capteins of gur prizes were taken before him there. 
He examined their papers and questioned them 
Closely. Ifthe ship was found to belong 404 citi- 
zen of a neutral country, a fact which the captain’s 
pepers would always reveal, she was at once re- 
leased. When we discovered that we had the 
property of a citizen of the United States. we took 

ber officers, crew and passengers (if she had any) 
on boerd. We then went through her cargo and 
appropriated what we needed—for, you know, we 
lived almost entirely on our prizes. When we had 
all we wanted, we set fire to the captured ship

outrun us, but only one did that. Many of them 
tried to deceive us. I remember, especiaily, one 
yankee skipper whom we caught in the straits of 
Malacca. He had the English flag fiying, but ! 
knew it?was a yankee ship the moment I saw it, 
Wecould tell them as infallibly by the ‘cut of 
their jib,’ as we could deteet by their sharpbrogue 
the nationality of theircaptains. But this fellow 
stood to itthat he was an Englishman, He was 
the only man who ever made Admiral 
Semmes eome to him. When he flatly re 
fused to goon board ‘The Alabama,’ and appealed 
to his British flag for protection, Admiral Semmes 
went ov board hisship. As sdom as he saw the 
alleged Englishman’s papers he pronounced them 
forgeries and ordered the ship to be burned. 
When the skipper was brought on board ‘The Ala- 
bama, Semmes put him under oath, and he con- 


“How did you fare on board?” 

“Most of the time sumptuously. Our prizes, 
particularly those going out of northern ports, 
were nearly all laden with luxuries, and we gen 
erally lived in style.’’ 

“Did not a life of twenty-two months almost en- 
tirely on the sea become very monotonous?” 

“Not at all. The sixty-six captures we made, 
besides the neutral vessels we hailed aud exam- 
ined, leit us no great interval of leisure. Every 
day, whether it brought usa prize or not, had its 
duties. We were employed all.the time. I was 
constantly putting the men through drills with 
smal] atfms and with the guns. It was a life of 
activity, not of idle waiting for victims to fall into 
ourway. During the whole cruise of twenty-two 
monthsI was on shore only twenty-two hours.” 

“Don’t you think it strange that ‘The Alabama’ 
lested as long as she did” 

“I certainly do. It was bad management on the 
part ofthe United States naval authorities that 
allowed us to continue oru work so long. Wenever 
left the regular highways of commerce, and before 
we had 

SWEPT THEM CLEAN 

of United States merchantmen it seems to me that 
the idea of sending out some of their many war 
vessels in search of us would have occurred to the 
federal authorities, They certainly would have 
bad no difficulty in finding us. Old Commodore 
Vanderbilt, at his ownlexpease, equipped a fast 
and powerful war ship which was sent out for the 
especial purpose of destroying ‘The Alabama.’ I 
was called the ‘Vanderbilt’ and its commander 
boasted that he would run us down and sink us 
without firinga gun. We played ‘hide and seek’ 
with him for some days at the Cape of Good Hope, 
and one night ran out safely to sea right 
under his nose. That wasthe only ship ever sent 
out for the express Jpurpose of destroying ‘The 
Alabama.’ ”’ 

“Why did not the success of the Alabama induce 
the confederate authorities to fit out other crai- 
sers of the same kind?’ 

“Several other cruisers were equipped for our 
fervice in English ports, but after ‘The Alabama’ 
became so destructive a great clamor was raised 
about England’s alleged violation of the neutrality 
laws. This caused all the neutggl powers to main- 
tain the closest waich at all their ports. After ‘Tre 
AlJabema’ had been out eighteen months, another 
confederate cruiser was hardly needed on the com 5 
mercial highways of the sea. Prizes had became 
scarce: the most adventarous merchantman lay in 
por;t insurance had gone upto enormous rates;and 
yap kee commerce had about disappeared from the 
high seas. The famous confederate

ent scene of action and there did splendid service. 


went to the northern Pacific, where he annihilated 
the yankee whaling business. It was proved .in 
‘The Alabama’ arbitration that ‘The Shenandoah: 
destroyed $6,500,000 of property,and I suppose those 
figures do not fully represent the damage she in 
flicted. Her operations were almost entirely con. 
fined to whales. Several months after the surren: 
der, Waddell was still destroying yankee ships, 
quite ignorant in his distant seas that the war was 
over. At last the news reached him. His officers 
advised him to come into a United States port and 
surrender, but he adopted what he thought a bet- 
ter course. He made a circuitous voyage of nearly 
thirty thousand miles; ran his ship safe and sound 
into the English port from which she had started, 
ard left her there,”’ 

On his return to the United States, Captain Wad- 
dell found himself pursned with a most persistent 
and relentless enmity because of his efficient ser- 
vice in the cause of the confederacy. Only afew 
years ago he was appointed by the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company to the command of one of its 
finest vessels. When his appointment became 
known, the magnanimous patrons of that line 
raised a fearful howl, snd threatened a boycottif 
Waddell was retained. This c amor resulted in 
the removal of Captain Waddell], who struggled 
alovg as best he could. 

Resuming my talk with Captain Kell, I asked | 
about 

THE FIGHTS OF THE ALABAMA. 

“Tid ‘The Alabama’ have any fights except 
with ‘the Hatteras’ and ‘the Kearsage?’”’ 

‘‘ None. We met ‘the Hatteras’ in carrying ont 
the boldest of all the boldschemes of Admiral 
Semmes, Having learned from some captured pa- 
pers that General Banks was moving on Galveston, 
he resolved to attack his entire convoy, His plan 
wasto wait until the fleet anchored, when ue 
provision ships and the men.of-war which esco*t- 
edthem would be carelessly left together in fat- 
cied safety. In the night he intended to steamat 
{nll speed through the fleet, pouring fire fran 
both broadsides, sinking and burning as he weat. 

Semmes was confident thaghe could do this and 
escape before the men of War could recover frem 
their surprise and get up steam for a succesful 
pursuit. When he approached Galveston Baiks 
had gone up the Mississippi, and a squadror of 
federal men of war lay just outside the harbor, 
watching the movements of Magruder, who tad 
retaken the city. 

‘* The Hatteras’ sightedjusas seon as we sighed 
her, We drew her out far enough to escape the 
pursuit of the other men of war, end sank her in 
a sharp fight, which iasted only thirteen minutes. 
Though that was at night, wesaved every oue of 
her men.’, As to 

"THE FIGHT WITH THE KEARSAGE, 


Captain Kell sar that it was neither the result of 
a reckless gr<?-confidence, nor a nnstake of judg- 
ment *op the part.of Admiral Semmes, As we 
knew fothing of the Kearsage’s chain armor, it 
w-8 a deliberate choice of the most hopefui alter- 
native in a Cesperate situation. ‘The Alabama’ had 
seen herd service continuously for nearly two 
months, and was badly in need of repairs, The 
copper had so rolled on her bottom as to seriously 
impede ber movements, and to renderanything 
like her former gpeed impossible. To Cherbourg 
she went to apply for perm '‘ssion 
to £0 into dock. ‘The Kearsage’ 
steamed into the harbor the third day after 
“The Alabama” arrived. ‘‘The Alabama” wasun- 
fit for cruising until she could receive repairs which 
would require a month. By that time she would 
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Cheerbourg. } | 

The officers of ‘the Alabama realized that afhard 
and doubtful conflict awaited them. The story re- 
lated by Surgeon Browne, of “The Kearsage,’’ that 
they boasted ata dinner in Cherbonrg that they 
would whip ‘The Kearsaze” likethesurgeon’s oth- 
er historical statements, is mere hear say. It has 
rot the slightest foundetion in fact. Before the 
battle Captain Kell wrote his wife a letter, telling 
her that it might be his last. 

The gallant young English surgeon, Liewellyn, 
made his will and sent a message to the loved ones 
he was never to see again. 

It was, perhaps, the most dramatic sea fight in 
history. It was witnessed by fifteen thousand peo- 
ple on the house tops and heights of Cherbourg; 
and it ended the career of the most famous cruiser 
that ever ploughed the sea, Despite the fearftl 
odds against ber, ‘The Alabama” would have sunk 
“The Kearsage” had the hundred pound shell 
(hat penetrated the stern: post of the latter vessel 
exploded—but it did not explode! It is now ex- 
hibited with a section of the shattered timber at 
the naval museum in Washington. 

The details atid result of the fight need nO com- 
ment here. The indifference of the offices of ‘The 
Kearsage” to the fate of the officers and crew of 
“The Alabama’’ atter they had surrendered, and 
the firing of several rounds at the sinking ship 
after she had struck her colors are facts which dim 
whatever glory may be found in a victory won by 
aship with steel chain armor over an unarmored 
wooden yessel of not quite equal size. Only Cap 
tain Winslow atid Lieutenant Thornton of “The 
Keargage” had beeninthe old navy. The other 
officers nad been taken from the merchant service. 
Captain Ke)l thinks this fact explains the firing on 
“The Alabama” after her surrender. He is sure no 
Cfficer of the oldnavy would have given such an 
order. After their escape tg England in the “Deer- 
hound,” the steam yachtin which Mr. Lancaster, 
an English gentleman, and his family had wit- 
nessea the fight. Semmeseand Kell immediately 
began to plan fortheir return tothe confederacy. 
ihe batt!e was foughton Sunday, June 19, 1864 
and early in the following August Captain Kell 
was coming bomeward on a British steamship 
beund for Halifax. Bya strange coincidence on 
ihe same ship was a lieutenantof ‘The Kearsage”’ 
bearing to Washington the official report ofthe 
battle. The victor was not swifter to bear back 
the tidings of his conquest than wasthe unvan 
quished hero to hasten to resume the hardships 
aud perils of a hopeless cause. 

Captain Kell, from Halifax, went to Bermuda, and 
finally reached Wilmington in a little blockade 
S‘eamer. Hastening to Richmond he was put in 
command of the iron-clad “Richmond,” one of the 
three ships of “the squadron of the James.” AG” 
miral Semmes, who had by this time made his way 
back, was placed in command of the squadron. 
S€mmes and Kell in vain attempted to cut Grant’s 
army in two to make successful the last strategem 
of the great confederate general. On the night of 
the evacuation of Richmond, Admiral Semmes 
blew up all three of his iron-clads in the James, 
joined General Lee and was paroled when that 
army surrendered. He was taken to Washington 
and kept in prison for seyeral months. A strong 
and dignified letter which he wrote to President 
Johnson, fully settin g forth his case, accomplished 
his release. He returned to Mobile, his former home, 
and lived there quietly and in reduced circum- 
stances until his death, about six years ago. Cap- 
tain Kell’s friends expected that he too would be 
arrested after the war, as the feeling against ‘‘The 
Alabama’’ was intense in the north; but he was 
never molested by the federal authorities. Before 
the war his home had been in McIntosh county, 
Georgia, where he was born. The county took its 
name from his maternal ancestors, a sturdy Scotch 
stock, who were among the first settlers of Georgia, 

The Kells were Welsh, who also came as pioneers 
tothe colony. Soon after the surrender Captain 
Kell and his family moved to their present home 
at Sunnyside, six miles from Griffin. Mrs. Kell is 
a daughter of Nathan C. Munroe, of Macon, one 
of the projectors and construciors of the Macon 
and Western railroad, now the Atlanta division of 
the Central system. He was a manof powerful in- 
fiuence in his day and stood among the leaders 
toward the development of the state’s resources 
according to modern ideas. 

Captain and Mrs. Kell are blessed with a large 
and interesting family of children; the eldest is a 
young man who bears the name Of Semmes. 

It was to me a most interesting experience to sit 
from twilight until the still hours of the night and 
listen to this man’s recital of some of the events in 
his career of honor and danger. He told the story 
in a plain, simple way which added to its strength 
and with that modesty which lends to valor addi- 

tional lustre. The stormy scenes he described 
were in strange contrast to our peaceful surround- 
ings on that still August evening; and at times 1 
could hardly realize that the intrepid officer who 
stood in the face of death directing the operations 
of “The Alabama’ in her unequal combat, 
and who was last to leave her wave-washed 
dcck, was none other than this man of 
gentle mien, encircled by a group of rosy children 
who drank in his every word and looked lovingly 
up into his face as he spoke ! 

Mrs. Kell showed me two relics of “The Ala 
bama,’’ sacred memorials they aretoher. One 
was a piece ofivory on which one of the crew had 
etched a picture of the ship and the confederate 
coatofarms. The other was the key to the safe of 
‘The Alabama,’’ Admiral Semmes had in his pock- 
et when he was picked up in the channel, the key 
to his cabin and the key tohissafe. Turning to 
Captain Kell he said: “Kell I'll divide with you,” 
and handed him thesafe key. Captain Kell had 
it gilded in London and made into a shawl-pin for 
his wife. His son, Semmes, wears the watch which 
was dangling to his father’s dripping garments 
when generous English arms rescued him from a 
grave in the sea, 

Just before we retired Captain Kell showed me 
a collection of rare curios, most of which he ob 
tained when in Japan with Commodore Perry 
We came to a group of pictures in most exquisitely 
carved frames of some eastern wood. In one 
of the frames was a lithograph of “The Ala 
bama.’’ Admiring the curions and delicate carv- 
ing of the frame I said: 

‘It is beautiful.”’ 

I glanced at him and saw that he was looking 
through that frameintoa past where his memory 
must often wander; and with a glow of pride for 
which I honored him he said: 

“Yes. I think she was the most beautiful ship 
that evertouched the sea.’’ F. H. BR.

Not long ago Pheard a story about an old 
darkey named Ned, who used to belong to 
Bishop Wilmer.

The result was his admission into the Episcopal 
church. He sat alone in the gallery for a few 
Sundays, and was not happy. “Master,” 
said he, “I does not like to trouble you, 
sir, but you see how it is, sir 
Ned are mighty lonesome in de ’Piscopal 
church, sir.

His master pitied him, and gave his consent, 
and so Ned joined thechurch of his choice,and 
for several Sabbaths was seen in his 
accustomed place in the gallery, but still 
he was uot happy. With an humble bow he 
approached his master one morning, and said:

We reach this 
conclusion from the fact that there has been, since 
the beginning of the uoward tendency of the stock, 
a continuous flow of reports and rumors, tending to 
induce buying by those who take flyers in 
such things. We have written it before, and will 
venture to say it again, that purchases’ of large cor- 
porate interests are usually made as quietly as pos- 
sible, and there could certainly be nothing gaine1 
by anyone desiring to buy a control of the Central 
railroad in publishing that desire to the; world be- 
fore it was in any degree accomplished, The stoc’t 
has been rather quiet during the week, ranging 
between 96 and 100, and classes at 97 bid, 101 asked, 
What the immediate future will see we can oaly 
guess, but lower rather than higher prices seem 
most probable, 

Georgia railroad stock has been rather heavy 
with rather few offerings and light demand. W® 
think a decline may be looked for in this stock, 
too, though it may come slowly and not be of great 
consequence, 

The fact is, that security dealings is well nigh 
over with our people until the end of the year, 
and, while of course there will be some little trad- 
ing all along, the brokers do not expect more than 
a limited business for the time indicated.

A Women Forges the Society Officer’s Name and 
Gete Arrested—an Old Negro Doctor Assaulted 
by Footpads and Robbed-—They Al) 
Had Pistols—Arrested on Warrant, 


Lucy Washington, a prominent member of 
one of the colored societies, is in trouble, and 
being a member of the society was the cause 
of her trou ble. 


The woman is behind the bars facing the 
charge of forgery. 

Several weeks ago Lucy Washington engaged 
in @ quarrel with a negro women, and wa3 
arrested, Both women were charged with 
disorderly conduct and quarreling. Immedi- 
ately after the woman’s arrest she managed to 
communicate with a gentleman named Green, 
for whom she had been working. Mr. Green, 
in accordance with the woman’s request, called 
at police headquarters and, in order to secure 
the woman’s release, deposited ten dollars and 
cost, she promising to appear in court the 
next morning to answer the charge. During 
the session of court the next morning the 
woman secured a continuance, representing 
that she was sick. The next time the case was 
called the woman plead illness again, and 
again the case was continued. Mr. Green 
finally became convinced that the woman was 
disposed to away from 
court, and Sent her word that 
if she did not soon appear and answer the 
charge he would have ioe arrested, A few 
days later Mr. Green received a note signed 
by the officers of the society to which Lucy 
Wasbington belonged, saying that. she was 
too sick to leave her home. Day before yes- 
terday, however, he was reliably informed 
that the woman not been 
sick at all and began investi- 
gating the matter. During the investigation 
he ascertained that the note-was a forgery, 
and that the woman had written it hersef. 
This did not indicate any great appreciation 
by the woman of Mr. Green’s kindness, and 
yesterday morning he visited police headquar- 
ters and requested the woman’s arrest. Last 
night she was arrested, and soon atter the 
arrest Mr. Green called at police headquarters 
and received his money. He then requested 
that the woman be detained until Monday, 
when he will swear out a warrant charging 
her with forgery. 


Assaulted by Footpads, 

“D—n your soul, open your mouth and I'll

Dr. George Green is a colored voudoo. 

Green was just outside the city on Capitol 
avenue roed. Last night, before 
starting home he purchased four 
pounds of meat, a peck of meal and 
a dime’s worth of sugar. He still had two dol- 
larsin his pocket, and with pleasant thoughts 
of a big Sunday dinner, he walked out of the 
city into the country. Soon after passing the 
corporation line Green entered a small grove 
on the other side of which was his home, 
Immediately after Green started into the 
grove, a man suddenly sprang from behind 
a tree, and grabbing Green in the 
collar with his left hand held a bright knife 
closeto his throat and threatened instant 
desth if he spoke. Green, though very large 
and portly, is quite nervous and regardless of 
the foot pad’s threats and the proximity of 
the ugly looking knife to his throat began 
yelling lustily. Iman instant another man 
grabbed him from behind 
and at the same second 
a third, dealt hima terrible blow over the 
head with a stick. The blow knocked Green 
senseless, andas he felltothe ground, the 
men went through his pockets, and grabbing 
his bundles, ekipped out, As they ran through 
the grove they fired two or three shots. Tae 


shots and the man’s yells attracted 
the attention of Patrolman Wootten, 
who was in the neighborhood, 


and of the man’s wife who had been sitting in 
ber doorway awaiting her husband, The pat- 
ro'man and the woman reached the man about 
thesame time. He was then lying on the 
ground in aninsensible condition and at first 
it was thought that he was dead. However, 
he soon showed signs of life and ina short 
time was able to sit up and told the story of 
the aceault upon him. Green’s two dollars 
and his meat, meal and sugar were gone. 
Csptain Maniey heard of the affair and went 
out and gave it an investigation, bul was 
unable to find any clew to the foot-pads.

Early 
yesterday morning his absence was detected, 
and in ashort time his hands swore out a 
warrant charging him with cheating 
and swindling. A bailiff was then sent to At- 
lanta with the warrant.

WHAT COLONEL BAUM THINKS 
THE CITY CAN DO.

it Wi be First Class—An Interesting 
Talk With Col, Baum—The Pian. 


“Aas sure as I live,” said Colonel J. W. Baum 
stoutly, “this is the solution of the water ques- 
tion for Atlanta, and will be so accepted.” 

“You think so?” 

“Yes. What Atlanta needs is five artesian 
weils, or rather deep wells such as the one she 
now has, The water from these wells should 
be pumped into a stand pipe of five hundred 
thousand gallons capacity, and from that pipe 
distributed over the city.” 

“Would these wells give Atlanta a sufficiency 
of water?” 

“{ndoubtedly. We could get from five wells 
one million three hundred thousand gallons 
of water a day, which would be ample for 
Atlanta’s needs. It is more than is now fur- 
nished by the waterworks. Whenever more 
water was needed another well could be added. 
If the vein of the present well was pumped to 
its fall capacity it would yield one thousand 
gallons a minute, over one million gallons a 
day. ‘The five wells would give Atlanta all 
the water she needs for sewerage, fire and 
domestic purposes.” 

“Have you thought about the matter much?” 

“J have. The success and popularity of the 
presen® well has led me to it. There are ten 
thousand people who now drink water from 
the artesian well. We have thirty-five hy- 
drants, and an appropriation has just been pass- 
ed for adding several miles of pipe, and put- 


ting on one hundred and sixty 
new hydrants) We are not pump- 
ing now’ one fourth of our time. The present 


well will supply two hundred hydrants with 
ease. My idea is to bore five wells just such 
asthe one we now have, then erect a stand 
pipe with a capaeity of half a million gallons. 
This reservoir should not be built from the 
ground up, because it is difficult todrain a 
stand pipe that rests on the ground. There 
should be solid masonry for about twenty feet, 
and the reservoir should be placed on the top 
of this. -The head of water thus secured 
would throw a stream over any building in the 
city, and give us an unequaled fire service. 
The engines of the five wells could keep this 
reservoir filled.” 

“What would be the cost of running such 
a system?” 

“T am ready te go into bonds with a re- 
sponsible company at my back to run such a 
system for ten years at fifteen thousand dol- 
lars a year. It costs thirty thousand a year to 
tun the present system. The city could 
save fifteen thousand dollars a year and could 
very largely increase its income. The income 
from the water last year was thirty-five thou. 
gand dojlars. That is for the muddy, firted 
and impure stuff that is furnished. If you 
could turn into every bath tub and house in 
Atlanta the artesian water, which is shown by 
analysis to be chemically pure, which is al- 
ways clear and sparkling, and which bubbles 
up from the depth of 1160 feet, passing 
through 1100 feet of solid granite, I am satis- 
fied that the income of her water rates would 
jump immediately to fifty thousand dollars. It 
costs us just $2.70 a day to run the present en- 
gine at the well, running one-fourth of the 
time. It could be run constantly, supplying 
two hundred hydrants, for five dollars a day. 
The Kimball house company offered to pay 
the entire expenses of running it if we 
would give them as much water as they re- 
quired for the hotel. Iamsure that with the 
artesian system under way, we could get 
anincome of fifty thousand dollars the first 
year from the water rents, and run the sys- 
tem at an outlay of fifteen thousand dollars.” 


__#* What would be the cosi of the system?” 


“One hundred thousand dollars would cover 
everything. The present well cost nearly 
thirty thousand dollars, but that involveda 
large original outlay for machinery, etc., be- 
sides a large amount of extra work was done, 
For examplethe vein which supplies the well 
is 1,160 feet deep.- When we reached that 
point We were anxious to get a flowing well 
andwedug eight hundred feet beyond this 
vein in the hope of finding a vein that would 
throw iteelf above the surface. This eight 
hundred feet was the most expensive part of 
the well to drill. Of course in drilling new 
wells, we woulc go no deeperthan the first 
vein we found, at a depth of 
about a thousand feet. The five wells could 
be drilled for ten thousand dollars apiece, and 
the stand pipe and machinery putin for fifty 
thousand dollars. It is my honest conviction 
that the system would pay for itself in three 
years. Of course the present system of water 
pipes could be utilized for the artesian water, 
just as it is now used for the water from the 
reservoir.” 

“Would you advocate cutting off the present 
water supply””’ 

“Yes. There would be no necessity of keep- 
ing it because the five wells would give us, 
with the five hundred thousand gallons 
of water stored in the stand 
pipe an  exhaustless supply, but if 
timid — thought best to keep both sources 
open for an unusual emergency, it might be 
well enough to leave the present outfit where 
it is, £0 that it could be cailed on instantly if 
meeded. Inlessthana year, however, the 
most cautious citizen would be ready to sell 
that outfit because it would be demonstrated 
that the artesian supply was safe and all- 
sufficient.” 

“You are sure about the quality of the ar- 
tesian water ?”’ 

“It is the purest water that is supplied to 
any large city in America. With it Atlanta 
would become famous for the excellence of her 
water, rather than for its bad quality, as at 
present. Professor White has analyzed the 
water, and pronounces it chemically pure, 
Why, just think of it. In boring that well we 
scratched through fifty four feet of top soil, or 
surface. It was made up of dirt, gravel and 
clay. That isthe bed on which Atlanta rests 
Every drop of well water in this city comes 
from that fifty four feet of topsoil. It is, of 
course, more or less impregnated with the filth 
of a great city. Many welis are pure because 
they happen to be located in a part of this top 
soilthat is not impregnated. After passing 
through this fifty four feet of gravel and clay, 
our drill entered solid granite. It 
continued to bore through that granite with- 
out a break for eleven hundred and six- 
feet, when we struck the present vein of water, 
hardiy a pound of dirt in boring 
through this eleven hundred feet of granite. The 
vein that we are now pumping from is simply 
a subterranean river or creck, rushing between 
two immense ledges ef granite, which we have 
shown to be 1,106 feet from the top, and into 
the bottom ledge of which we have bored over 
eight hundred feet. Between these two enor- 
mous ledges of granite our subterranean stream 
rushes iene. It is formed from the moun- 
tain springs (I think onthe Alleghaney range) 
and comes underground to Atlanta. It is as 
po as was ever brewed on s mountain 
mee. 

“You are sure of an abundant supply?” 

“The present vein of water pumped to its 
capacity would supply all the water Atlanta 
would need for the next ten years, I am sure 
that the enormous bed of granite on which 
Atlante rests is cut here and there at great 

by these underground streams. We 

t find the next one at a depth of eight 

hundred feet, or it might be sixteen hundred 

I will guarantee to get abundant water 

from)each of the five wells at less than two 

feet. I am confident, though I 

could not guarantee this, that one of the wells 

would prove to bea flowing well, though even 

ho ype me would be better to pump it igto 
a stand pipe. 

“Bas your plan been discussed much?” 

“In a quiet way it has. I have yet to find 
the Gret man who does not believe it to be the 
solption of p fieved ~~ bes Atlante.

Fifth, it can be run at half the cost of 
the present system, or any other system that 
can be devised. These considerations are ab- 
solute, and when the people once get hold of 
them they will insist on the artesian system 
being adopted. The artesian water is already 
immensely popular, There are scores 
of citizens who carry little rubber cups that 
take lees space in the pocket than a handker- 
chief, and stop at every hydrant ons | pass to 
take a drink. I think ten thousand people 
rely on the hydrants entirely for their drink- 
ing water, with —_ thirty-five hydrants - 
When the two hundred hydrants are opened, 
as they will be shortly, and the artesian water 
can be compared with the stuff from the wa- 
terworks, and even with well water, there 
will bea demand for more artesian wells that 
cannot be resisted. Of course at first the wa- 
ter hasa tarry taste from the pipes. Some of 
the pipes are laid too near the surface of the 
ground, andare heated by the sun, which 
makesthe water warmish, but it is a pure, 
sparkling, healthful water beyond the reach 
of contamination. Just imagine every 
bath tub, and wash basin in the city sup- 
vlied with this pure water, as clear as crystul, 
and that the most delicate child might drink, 
instead of the present stuff that is sent through 
the pipes. y, the increase in health, and 
comfort and bappiness to the people of this 
city would be incalculable. It will come jast 
~ soon as the people understand the siiua- 

on,” 

“Are you going to bore any other wells for 
Atlanta?” 

“Yes. I have already commenced a well at 
tLe United States military post, I am just 
starting one at the cotton seed oil mills, and 
have just made a contract for a third well in 
the suburbs of the city. No matter what the 
city authorities may do, or desire to do, artes- 
ian water will make its way in Atlanta.”

The ipttitution originated in the energy and 
stropg determination of the principal, Mrs. J. W. 
sallard, when, aided by no favor, patronage or 
resources, except what her own merits had gained 
with parents and pupilsduring several years’ expe- 
rience in the public and argon. schools of Atlanta, 
she opened a seminary for young ladies on Ivy 
street in 1576. From that place she successively 
changed her location, first to No. 76 North Forsyth

What Wee Ace 
Mesolutions of School 


The Peabody Teachers’ institute, which has 
just cloeed, has been a great success, both as to 
the attendance and as to the work done by the 
corps of instructors, The latter has been ox- 
cellent. All the gentlemen employed have 
done work such as was expected by those who 
knew their reputation and ability, Professor 
Glenv and Dr. Groff, the lecturers on science, 
did excellent work in a line which is being 
rapidly developed at present. Superintendent 
Baker, Major Slaton and Mrs. Mallon, 
who had the “three ve" te 
deal with, not only did good 
prectical work, but also enlivened topics 
vaturally dry by the manner in which ¢ 
instructed. Mr. Baker has been an eflicient 
laborer in every ins'itute which he has been 
held. Professor Caldwell showed himself 
master of the department ef algebra. Pro- 
fessor Charles Lane has done exceedingly use- 
ful work. Among the occasional lecturers, 
Horace Bradley did excellent work in the de- 
partment in which he stands so high. Pro- 
fessor Chappell’s lectures, while not strictly 
school work, were productions which deserve 
to live. Dr. Haygood’s single lecture was 
worth a whole series. In the colorcd depart- 
ment, O. A. Combs, who was employed to teach 
penmanship, did his work well, 

Much of the 

SUCCESS OF THE INSTITUTE 
is due to the superintendent, Dr. Orr. He hag 
spared no pains to make the institute as near 
perfect as possible. His labors commenced in 
May, and in addition to superintending, he 


delivered a lecture on school law 
nearly every day during the 
session. The institute was very 


extensively advertised. In addition to pre- 
liminary circulars. and circulars to county 
echoo] commissioners, six thousand circulars 
were sent all over the state, some going to 
every county, from Rabun to Decatur. Every 
paper inthe state was requested to print a 
notice, and mapy answered with extensive 
notice. i 

The opinion of those in attendance on the 
institute was almost unanimously fayorable. 
Some idea of the impression made on the 
teachers and school officers present, may be 
gained from 

THE FOLLOWING FACTS: 

The following memorial to the legislature 
was circulated among those present for signa: 
turer, and was signed by allto whom it was 
presented : 

“In view of the great need of institute instruc- 
tion among the seven thousand teachers of Geor- 
gia; in view of the good work which has been 
done by the institute held in the city of Atlanta 
during the month of August, in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six; in view, moreover, of the 
fact that the co Lo gree from the Peabody 
fund, by means of which the institute has hither- 
to been wholly supported, will almost certainly be 
discontinued unless some corresponding appro- 
priation is made by the state; 

We, the undersigned, do hereby petition the leg- 
islature of the state of Georgia to make such an 
appropriation as will, during ensuing years, con- 
tinue and increase the work now being done.”’ 

At ameeting of county school commission- 
ers of the state of Georgia, held in Atlanta 
from the 10th tothe 12th of August inclusive, 
the following resolutions were introduced by 
Thomas M, Berrien, and were unanimously 
adopted: 

Resolved lst, Thatin our opinion the Peabody 
institute, now in session in this city is productive 
of great good tothe educational interests of the 
state of Georgia, and that we highly appreciate 
and commend the successful effortof Hon.G J. 


the 
funds recestary to defray the expenses of said 
Peabody institute. 

Resolved 2d, That the thanks of this body are 
hereby tencered to Hon. G- J. Orr for his untiring 
efiorts to promote the cause of public education 
and for his uniform courtesy to us. 

In the attendance, in the 

CHARACTER OF THE INSTRUCTION 
given, in the interest felt by the teachers 
present, in the good doneand the methods 
learned, it may be said, without reflecting in 
the slightest degree on former institutes, that 
the one just closed has been the most success- 
ful ever held in the state. 

The object of the institute is not, as some 
suppose, the instruction of all the teachers of 
Georgia. There are 6,870 country schools in 
the state by the Jast report of the state school 
commissioner, with at least as many teachers. 
The total income‘of the Peabody fund, $60,000, 
would be scarcely sufficient to afford prope 

at 


Orr, state school commissioner, in securin 


instruction to this great number. As t¢ 

fund is divided among ten or 
twelve states the portion assigned to 
Gcoria is not large. The policy 


ot the trustees in Georgia, as in other states is 
toapply the money to assisting struggling 
Jocal systoms and sustaining scholarship ia the 
normal college at Nashville, A portion, how- 
ever, has, for the past five years, been devoted 
to the holding Of imstitutes for the instruction 
ofteachers, This was placed in the hands of 
Dr. Orr, the state school commissioner, with 
full power as to the place and mode of holding 
the institutes, Hopeless of reaching the bulk 
of the teachers he determined, in accordance 
with the general policy of the trustees, to hold 
institutes in several central points. Last year 
the experiment was tried of holding only one 
institute in the city of Atlanta. The result 
justified the wisdom of the course. Atlanta 
attracted very many who would not otherwise 
have come. In consequence, the same policy 
was pursued this year with 
THE MOST ENCOURAGING RESULTS, 

Moreover, work done at acentral point, as 
this has been done, will be known every 
where. Located here, the institute isset upon 
a hill. Its results reach all over the state, 
and the necessity of many schools of the 
kind throughout the state is beginning to be 
keenly felt. This can only be effected 
through the state appropriations which are so 
earnestly requested by the teachers who have 
been in attendance, 

In fact, the very existence of meetings 
affording normal instruction depend on state 
aid, as the rules of the Peabody trustees now 
exclude all states which do not themeelves 
take the work in hand, 

Theinstitute was intended mainly for Geor- 
gia teachers, and nearly all present were 
Georgians. Nevertheless the following states 
had one or two representatives each: Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, Louisiana, North Corolina, 
Massachusetts, Texas, Ohio, Arkansas, Mary- 
land, Virginia, South Carolina, Illinois, Flor- 
ida, West Virginia, Pennsylvania, Mississippi, 
New York, Nova Scotia and Ireland. These, 
however, aggregated only 27. 

It is to be earnestly hoped that the fature 
of this great and velnehis work will be as 
bright and useful as has been the past.

of Commissioner Moore, at

some kicking as to the manner the board had 
let the contract for the work—some claiming 
that the board should have advertised for. 
bids before letting the contract. Mr. Moore 
acted under a decision of Judge George Hill- 
yer in 1881 when he held that

to bave public bids. As soon as it was known 
that dissatisfaction existed the commissioners 
decided to hold a special session and settle 
the question. ; 

Commissioner Collins did not want the con- 
tract rescinded without paying Méssrs. Huns

one. 

Commissioner Grant did not think the con- 
tract was valid, and that the law was bei 
complied with. Commissioner Moore agreed 
with the gentleman, and quoted the law: 

“Or if apy one of the aforesaid officials shall re- 


ceive, take, or contract to receive or take, either 
directly or indirectlv, any part of the pay or profit 


' arising out of any such contract shall be deemed 


guilty of malpractice in office.”’ 

Mr. Collins thought the law did not touch 
upon this case, as it meant to his mind persons 
receiving money for voting for a contract, | 

COMMISSIONER HUNNICUTTr 
declined to express an opinian, except to say, 
as a member of the firm, that if the contract 
was rescinded he would be willing to allow his 
plans and specifications used. 

The matter was discussed at some length, 
and Colonal P. L. Mynatt was sent for to give 
his Opinion, which was the letting of the con- 
tract was illegal.
